20 FIELD OF THE INVENTION ] 

The invention relates to the field of immunology. More particularly, the invention relates j 
to the improvement and/or alleviation of autoimmune disease and allergy. 

BACKGROUND 

25 THE IMMUNE SYSTEM 

The major function of the immune system is to distinguish "foreign" (that is derived from ; 
any source outside the body) antigens from "self' (that is derived from within the body) and i 
respond accordingly to protect the body against infection. In more practical terms, the immune 
response has also been described as responding to "danger" signals. These "danger" signals may 
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
